Washington,

29 — Germany 
m ust pay for the American lives lost 
on the Lusitania and satisfy all other 
claims of the United States and its 
citizens for war losses caused by the 
ex~kaider's governm ent before Ger­ 
man property now held by this gov­ 
ernm ent will be returned, Thomas W. 
Miller, alien property custodian, said 
today. 
T he present 
German 
government, 
Miller pointed out, has agreed to this 
in the new treaty with Germany, but 
he em phasised that no steps will be 
taken toward the return of German 
property until actual payment has 
been made of all just claims by the 
Ebert government. 
The A m erican claims against Ger­ 
many including indemnity for depen­ 
dents of those who were lost when 
the Lusitania was sunk, total $300,- 
000,000. 
In addition Germany owes 
the United States $250,000,000 for the 
m aintenance of the American arm y 
of occupation. 
Tile value of German property held 
by the alien 
property custodian is 
now about $400,000,000 due to depre­ 
ciation of securities and due to the 
fact that some of the holdings have 
been returned. Miller said. 
About $150,000,000 
of 
the 
seized 
property has been turned hack as a 
result of court decisions. 
The state 
department, it was learned today, is 
now at work on accum ulating all the 
claim s against Germany. 
Most of the 
Lusitania claims already have been 
flied by families of those who were 
lost on the great sea crime, which 
was in a large m easure responsible 
for Am erica’s entrance into the war.

TAKING STRIKE VOTE 


BROTHERHOOD OF TRAINMEN THE 


FIRST OF BIG UNIONS TO VOTE 


—BALLOTS SENT OUT

Chicago, Aug. 29—Taking

strike vote of the railroad w orkers of 
the country was under way today. 
The brotherhood of trainm en were 
the first of the big four organizations 
to start its test of the w orkers senti­ 
ment on whether to accept a wage 
cut or walk out.

out to 150,000 members of the train­

sentatives to various railroad centers 
of the country to see that each mem­ 
ber votes. 
A complete vote is asked 
by the union heads. 
Five hundred thousand members of 
the federal shop crafts have already 
voted to walk out if their demands are 
not met. 
Tile other brotherhoods strike vote 
will be started before the end of the 
week. 
The trainm en 
broke 
away 
from the other three brotherhoods in 
taking a strike vote because of the 
proposed wording of the ballots.

"Under such a system We would 
have a roadbed open to traffic all 
year.

last year compared with 1.234,000,000
